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1. EFPORTS OP LENINGRAD OPFICIALS TO SPLIT THE 
UNOPFICIAL ARTISTS MOVEMENT BY OFPERING MODEST 
INDUCEMENTS TO THE COMPLAINT WHILE TRYING TO INCAPACITATE 
ACTIVISTS THROUGH THREATS, EMIGRATION, AND HARSH 
COUNTERMEASURES, SEEM POR THE MOMENT TO BE WORKING 
EPPECTIVELY. ONSET OP GOOD WEATHER THIS YEAR HAS 
BROUGHT WITH IT ONLY A MODERATE QUICKENING OP RESOLVE 
AMONG THE MORE ACTIVIST ARTISTS AND WE SEE LITTLE 

ON THE HORIZON AT THE MOMENT WHICH IS LIKELY TO 
CAUSE LOCAL OPFICIALS MUCH REAL CONCERN. 

2. ONLY POSSIBLE EXCEPTION COULD BE PORTHCOMING 
MEMORIAL EXHIBITION OF FIRST ANNIVERSARY 

OP RUKHIN'S DEATH (REP A). HOWEVER, JUDGING BY 
PREPARATIONS TO DATE, WE ARE NOW LESS INCLINED THAN 
PREVIOUSLY TO RELIEVE THAT IT WILL DEVELOP INTO KIND 
OP DEMONSTRATIVE POLITICAL ACT WHICH AUTHORITIES HERE 
HAVE MADE PATENTLY CLEAR THEY WILL NOT TOLERATE. 
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EXHIBITIONS PROBABLY WILL BE CONPINED TO MEMORIAL 
MASS AT NIKOL'SKY CATHEDRAL ON MAY 24, OPEN HOUSE 
SAME DAY BY RUKHIN'S WIDOW GALINA POPOVA, AND THREE 
DAY SHOWING OP RUKHIN'S WORKS AT APARTMENTS POPOVA, 

NATALIYA KAZARINOVA, AND GEORGIY MIKHAILOV MAY 24- 
26. WE KNOW OP NO MOVES THUS PAR TO INCLUDE OTHER 
DISSIDENT ARTISTS IN THIS EXHIBITION OR EXPAND IT 
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INTO DEFIANT ACTIVIST DEMONSTRATION ALONG LINES ABORTIVE 
PETER AND PAUL FORTRESS EXHIBITION HONORING RUKHIN 
LAST YEAR. 

3. UNDOUBTEDLY THIS REFLECTS CHANGE OF MOOD WHICH 
HAS TAKEN PLACE HERE IN PAST YEAR. NUMBER OF LEADING 
ACTIVISTS WERE PERMITTED TO EMIGRATE THIS PAST 
FALL AND WINTER, INCLUDING ABEZGAUZ, RAPAPORT, 

BUGRIN AND LEONOV, AND VICIOUSNESS OF REACTION AGAINST 
KAZARINOV IN CONNECTION WITH ULITSA DRESDENSKAYA 
EXHIBITION (REF C) HAS BEEN SOBERING. HE IS NOW 
TOTALLY OUT OF WORK AND COUPLE IS LIVING OFF 
LARGESS KAZARINOV'S MOTHER WHO IS DIRECTOR, APTEKA 
NO. I IN MOSCOW. MEANWHILE, LENINGRAD AUTHORITIES 
HAVE INCREASED "CARROTS" TO THE UNOFFICIALS THIS 
SPRING. MORE UN OFFICIALS HAVE BEEN ALLOWED TO 
EXHIBIT AND LOCATION OF SHOWINGS HAS IMPROVED. 

4. UNDOUBTEDLY MOST SURPRISING DEVELOPMENT THIS LATTER 
AREA HAS BEEN CULTURAL DIRECTORATE'S APPROVAL V. 
OVCHINNIKOV'S REQUEST FOR ONE-MAN EXHIBITION. 

EXHIBITION IS SCHEDULED BE HELD MAY 15-30 AT HISTORIC 
YUSUPOV PALACE, CURRENTLY ASSIGNED TO TEACHER'S UNION, 
WHICH LOCATED ONLY FEW BLOCKS FROM ST. ISAAC'S SQUARE. 

AS USUAL, CULTURAL DIRECTORATE HAS RESERVED RIGHT TO 
REVIEW ALL PAINTINGS, BUT THERE IS NO SIGN THAT 
OVCHINNIKOV WILL SIMPLY CAVE IN TO AUTHORITIES DESPITE 
STRONG INDUCEMENT TO DO SO. HE IS ADAMANTLY INSISTING 
THAT HE WILL PULL OUT OF EXHIBITION IF MORE THAN A FEW 
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OF HIS PAINTINGS ARE REJECTED AND HE CONTINUES, ALONG 
WITH KAZARINOV, TO REMAIN LENINGRAD'S MAJOR LINK WITH 
MOSCOW'S DISSIDENT ARTISTS, ESPECIALLY RABIN-KIBLITSKY- 
AMARANTOV GROUP. 

5. IN OTHER INDUCEMTNS TO UNOFFICIALS, LENINGRAD 
AUTHORITIES: 

- PERMITTED AN EXHIBITION OF FOUR UNOFFICIAL 
ARTISTS-GLEB BOGOMOLOV, EVGENIY GORUNOV, IGOR IVANOV 
AND NIKOLAY LUBUSHKIN- AT HOUSE OF WRITERS IN MARC#; 

- ALLOWED AT LEAST ONE UNOFFICIAL, IVANOV, TO 
EXHIBIT IN CURRENT EXHIBITION OF CONTEMPORARY PORTRAIT 
PAINTING AT THE RUSSIAN MUSEUM. 

6. HOWEVER, THERE ARE STRAWS IN THE WIND THAT OFFICIAL 
LARGESS IS ABOUT TO END FOR THIS YEAR. ACCORDING TO 

ONE ACCOUNT, CULTURAL OFFICIALS HAVE NOT FOLLOWED THROUGH 
ON THEIR PROMISE TO UNOFFICIALS EARLIER ENCOURAGED 
TO JOIN NEWLY ORGANIZED GORKOM ARTIST ORGANIZATION. 
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ORGANIZATION CONTINUES TO CONSIST ONLY OF DIRECTOR, 

NIKITA SHERBIN, AND GROUP OF CONFUSED UNOFFICIALS WHO, 

HAVING JOINED, SUBSEQUENTLY HAVE BEEN LEFT OUT IN THE 
COLD WITH NO ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE AND NO 
EXHIBITIONS. IN ADDITION, OVCHINNIKOV WAS TOLD 
INFORMALLY BY CULTURAL DIRECTORATE OFFICIAL THAT, IN 
CONNECTION WITH 60TH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION OF OCTOBER 
REVOLUTION, NO UNOFFICIAL EXHIBITIONS WILL BE AUTHORIZED 
AFTER JULY 1. 

7. MEANWHILE, NO SUB-GROUP ON THE ARTS OF HELSINKI 
MONITORING GROUP (REF D) HAS BEEN SET UP IN LENINGRAD. 

POSSIBILITY WAS DISCUSSED WITH THE MOSCOW INITIATORS 
BY OVCHINNIKOV AND KAZARINOV, BUT OVCHINNIKOV HAS 
TOLD US THAT FOR ALL PRACTICAL PURPOSES MATTER IS 
MORIBUND IN I F.NTNGR AD.NEI TBERT 
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
